The project has been in the mill 
for some time, during which the 
location .has ‘been changed and a 
number of conferences held with 
land owners along the new location 
ia an attempt to “procure needed 
right of. way. 

The city and county commission 
heard Monday from county right of 
way agents, that. one landholder 
along the new route had not furn- 
ished a deed to his land because he 
objects to elevation of the propos- 
ed road and that two other Jand 
‘owners were holding up deeds until 
concessions are granted by the 
county. 

‘Mahoney said he understand 
funds for the project were being 
‘used for other county work—a 
statement which drew strong de- 
nial from the county board. 

Chairman Lake Lytal explained 
that funds for the project were in 
an escrow account and could” be 
used for no other purpose.

In an effort to determine future 
| needs of the public from.a stand 
point of office space, parking facil- 
ilies and some right of way, the 
county commission this week took 
steps to secure a firm to conduct a 
survey and try to forecast some of 
these needs in the next 20 years. 

Commissioner Kenneth Foster 
opened .the way for the projected 
study, asking the board to take 
steps now to secure needed right 
of way for building approach 
ramps to the west end of Flagler 
Memorial Bridge in West Palm 
Beach. Foster said there is need of 
immediate action, in that develop- 
ers plan to fill the lake at this point 
and to construct buildings on the 
fill. 

The commission voted to immedi- 
ately ask the state road depart- 
ment to draft a design for the traf- 
į fic ramps and to determine right óf 
way needed so the county board 
could proceed to acquire land need- 
ed for the project. 

The board also voted to request 
West Palm Beach Commissioners 
to delay ‘issuing permits of any 
kind until the design was furnished 
by the state. 

Commissioner Roy Michael join- 
ed Foster in winning board approv- 
al for a survey to determine what 
type and how much office space 
would be needed to serve the coun- 
ty seat in the next 20 years. Mich- 
ae) pointed out that with the coun- 
ty’s fast. growing population, it is 
impossible without a survey, to de- 
termine the amount of office space 
that would be needed to take care 
of future needs.’ County Engineer 
Steve Middleton was instructed to 
make preliminary plans for the 
survey. 

Meantime the county board Vot- 
ed to ask the county school board. 
to delay spending any funds 
for improving school board head- 
quarters until the survey hasbeen 
made. 

The county is presently seeking 
legislation to permit the board to 
construct a combined office build- 
ing and parking garage on county 
property adjacent to the. court 
‘house where the school board of- 
fice is located.
